APRIL FOURTH 
CHILL MONTH; 
SHORT ON RAIN 


It's no wonder the blossoms 
are late this spring. 
Gettysburg Times weather sta­ 
tion records showed today that 
April was the fourth month this 
year with below' normal tempera­ 
tures. 
It was the coldest April here 
since ISSI and its rainfall was 
less than half of normal. 
April followed a chilly March 
and records show that January 
and February temperatures also 
were below normal. 
APRIL SHOWERS SHORT 
The traditional April showers' 
that failed to live up to their repu-1 
tat ion cut the 1965 surplus of rain I 
to a half inch for the first third 
of this year. At the beginning of 
April, the year had built up a 
surplus of more than 2.6 inches. 
Now’ 
the 
1955 
rainfall 
total 
stands at 3.18 inches and that is 
only 0.49 inches above normal. 
April of last year was the wet­ 
test month of the year and re­ 
ceived almost six inches of rain. 
Measurable amounts of rain fell 
on nine days last month and there 
were traces, too light to measure, 
on several other days but the 
total amounted to only 1.39 inches. 
Normal for April here is 3.51 
inches. 
FOUR EXTREMES 
Temperatures got into the 70s 
only four days last month and 
tile range was from 75 degrees 
to the low of 23 degrees on the 
first day of last month. Daily 
high readings averaged 58.2 de­ 
grees and the daily lows aver­ 
aged 39.06 degrees. The month’s 
average oi 48.63 degrees is 3.97 
degrees below normal. 
Freezing 
temperatures 
were 
recorded on only four days last 
month.

ican Republic (A P) — Heavy 
firing continued in this rebel­ 
lion-torn capital today despite 
an agreed cease-fire in the Do­ 
minican Republic’s week - old 
civil war. 
Rebel leaders fighting for the 
return to power of exiled former 
President Juan D. Bosch admit­ 
ted they did not have complete 
control of their men, who in­ 
clude armed civilians and dissi­ 
dent young military officers. 
Much of the firing was in the 
vicinity of the U.S. Embassy 
where one 
U.S. 
Marine 
was 
killed Friday. 
U.S. CASUALTIES 
U.S. D e f e n s e Department 
spokesmen in Washington said 
14 Marines and four paratroopers 
have been wounded in clashes 
with the rebels. They were the 
first casualties among the U.S. 
forces landed to protect Ameri­ 
can civilians. 


Fighting went on through the 
night in the eerie light of para­ 
chute flares. 
The Soviet new-s agency Tass 
announced that the Soviet Un­ 
ion had asked for an em ergen­ 
cy meeting of the U.N. Securi­ 
ty Council to consider the situa­ 
tion in the Dominican Republic. 
Tass called the U.S. landings 
armed intervention in the in­ 
ternal affairs of the Dominican 
Republic . . . a new aggressive 
act of U.S. imperialism.” 
NO COMMENT

ADOPT POLICY 
ON ASSESSING 
LAKES, LOTS 


The county commissioners Fri­ 
day announced their formula for 
assessing such things as lakes and 
development lots in a letter to the 
American Realty Service which is 
planning establishment of a sum­ 
mer resort, “Lake Heritage,” in 
the Swift Run area between Bon­ 
neauville Rd. and the Littlestown 
Rd. 
“Lakes are priced at the going 
farmland selling price for the area, 
plus a utility factor of from 40 to 
to 60 percent for boating, fishing, 
etc.,” 
according 
to 
the 
letter 
signed by the commissioners. 
The letter stated, since farmland 
in the area involved sells for about 
$200 per acre and since a 50 per­ 
cent utility factor has been added 
for the development, the value per 
acre of the lake area would be 
$30u, or an assessment of $75 per 
acre. The same $75 per acre was 
given for picnic areas, on the 
same basis. 
MORE TAX COLLECTORS 
On lot sales, the assessment on 
the sold lots will be one-fourth of 
the actual sale price. The assess­ 
ment on lots still unsold will be 
based on the price of sold l o t s 
minus 75 percent. The commis­ 
sioners’ letter gave as an example 
that, if lots sell for $2,000, the un­ 
sold lots will be figured at that 
price minus 75 percent, or $500, 
thus giving an assessment of $125 
for unsold lots. 
Several (ax collectors appeared 
before the commissioners to make 
final settlement. They included 
Philip Little of Bonneauville and 
Luther Jacobs of Highland Twp. 
Bills totaling $2,819.69 were ap­ 
proved for payment.

LOCAL RIAN HAS 
RARE WAR ITEM 


Robert E. Sheads Sr., 26 Barlow 
St., has one of the rarest of Civil 
War relics, a copy of the “Berry­ 
ville Conservator and First Min­ 
nesota Regiment” paper. 
The First Minnesota, which won 
immortal 
fame at 
Gettysburg, 
occupied Berryville. Va.. March 
12, 1862, and found the Berryville 
Conservator newspaper just about 
ready to be printed. The left the 
type standing that had been set up 
by the Confederate editor, then 
set 
up 
the 
“First 
Minnesota" 
paper in the remainder of the 
four-page publications—and took 
the advantage of answering the 
Berryville editor in his own paper. 
The odd publication was given to 
Sheads during the 1913 battle an­ 
niversary anniversary when an 
old veteran, claiming to have been 
a member of the 1st Minnesota, 
met the local man, who, with a 
sister, operated a souvenir store 
for J. Allen Plank in a rented 
room on Chambersburg .St.

New Books Darkly Grope For Answers 


A few years ago a professor 
complained: “We labor to im­ 
prove the student minds. What 
do we get in return? Year be­ 
fore 
last 
it 
was 
goldfish 
sw ill o w i n g 
contests. This 
y e a r i t is 
p a n t y raids 
; through 
t h e

dormi- 
t o r i e s .

dream of the 
day when they 
will think.” 
Perhaps his 
d r e a rn s are 
coming true. The undergrad­ 
uates 
are 
having 
bombastic 
thoughts, none of them new, but 
they are more disturbing to the 
campus 
elders than were the 
live goldfish to the stomachs of 
the victorious Tappa Nu Keg 
fraternity or the loss of undies 
from Amy Lowell Hall 
In California, where spring 
arrives early, it has been the 
revival of an old theme, free­ 
dom of speech. It is specifical 
ly applied to all the dirty, four 
letter words found in thf murky, 
experimental and quasi-literary 
offerings of th»» now aging and 
superannuated Henry Miller. 
There is some merit in the 
thought that if Old Henry could 
elevate 
those 
homely 
words 
from the outhouse walls to the 
printed pages of so-called litera­ 
ture. there is no reason why the 
Berkeley 
beatniks, 
not 
all 
of 
whom are students, could not 
boldly scrawl them on picket 
line banners aud shout them at 
such 
campus 
personages 
as 
might incur their displeasure. 


EVEN SO, the idea is not pop­ 
ular among either the students 
as a whole or the faculty mem­ 
bers on the California campuses 
in general.

sm all number of idealistic, ref­ 
ugees from reality. As pacifists 
they unwittingly promote con­ 
flict in the name of pacifism. 


THOUGH NOISY, their influ­ 
ence is actually small. In Madi­ 
son, Wis., for e x a m p l e , a 
few 
scores 
of 
students 
and 
teachers made headlines by pa­ 
rading to the Capitol to put pres- 
sure 
upon 
Governor 
Warren 
Knowles—to get out of Viet 
Nam—as if he were a policy of­ 
ficer on international strife! 
At the seme time, over 4,000 
ether students and faculty mem­ 
bers signed a document support­ 
ing the administration in its Viet 
Nam policies, end were sending 


it to the White House. 
It goes without saying, those 
with the banners got the head­ 
lines and the press pictures. The 
signatures received scant no- 
‘ice and occasional radio men­ 
tion. And who can blame the 
news media? Americans insist 
upon 
being 
entertained. 
How 
many would pass up one messy 
divorce case to read of thiee 
golden wedding anniversary ob­ 
servances? Would you? No; and 
neither would I.

time, 15 years ago. But their 
actual power has been dented 
and, on civil rights, broken. 
The two main reasons — be­ 
sides the obvious ones of new 
times, attitudes and faces — are 
•he Supreme Court derision of 
1954 and conservatism’? sm ash­ 
ing defeat in the 1964 election. 
This shows the irony in the 
Southerners’ predicament: 
In 1959 Southern Democrats 
held only 40 per cent of the 
prized Senate committee chair­ 
manships, or 6 out of 16. Today 
they have 62 per cent, or IO out 
of 16. It’s sim ilar in the House. 
BIG WEAPON GONE 
Yet, in the Truman years, 
when their power position was 
smaller, they could stop him 
and Congress dead on any at­ 
tempt to put through a civil 
rights bill. They had one big 
weapon. Hie filibuster, and one 
priceless ally. 
This was the much more con­ 
servative attitude cf the Con­ 
gress 
of 
those 
days, 
which 
meant lark of enthusiasm or 
perhaps even interest in civil 
rights or choking off the South­ 
erners. 
Then some of the most impor­ 
tant figures in Congress, all of 
whom had lived through the 
depression but refused to adjust 
to the new era ushered in by the 
New Deal of the 1930s, were 
conservatives. 
LABELS DIFFERENT 
Their only difference was in 
party labels. This made a tacit 
alliance with the Southerners — 
lo the extent of not frustrating 
them on civil rights — a lot 
easier and more natural since 
the Southerners were conserva­ 
tives. too. 
At the same time the old Su­ 
preme Court decision of 1896 — 
saying it was constitutional to 
segregate Negroes — still stood 
and thus put a respectable con­ 
stitutional cloak over those in 
both parties not fighting for civ­ 
il rights 
The great change began with 
the court’s 1954 ruling which 
overturned that of 1896 by de­ 
claring the very principle of 
segregation 
unconstitutional. 
This deprived all forms of seg­ 
regation of legal blessing and 
congressional inertia. 
It broke Southern resistance, 
although it took many Southern­ 
ers a time to realize it, since 
they put on a show of defiance, 
and took the spirit out of it. 
RESISTANCE FAILING 
Within three years, in 1957, 
Lyndon B. Johnson, then Senate 
Democratic leader, was able to 
pilot the first civil rights bill of 
this century to passage 
Southern resistance in Con­ 
gress couldn’t stop it, and it has 
been growing weaker since. The 
result: Two more civil rights 
bills, in 1960 and 1964, were 
passed. 
Now, under President John- 
son’s 
prodding 
for 
a 
strong 
measure to 
protect 
Negroes’ 
voting rights. Congress will pass

another civil rights bill and this 
time Southerners haven’t even 
planned a filibuster. 
FORCES AT WORK 
But other forces were at work 
to reduce conservatism in Con­ 
gress. The big example came 
last year in the presidential 
race between Johnson and Sen. 
Barry Coldwater. 
He made conservatism versus 
iiberalism such an issue it gave 
the country its first clear choice 
on this since the 1936 race be­ 
tween 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt and Gov. Alf Landon 
of Kansas. 
Coldwater not only suffered 
shatter ing defeat but carried nis 
Republican party to disaster. 
The election gave the Demo­ 
crats 68 Senate seats to 32 for 
Republicans 
and 
295 
House 
seats to 140. 
Now Republicans must adopt 
a more liberal look to restore 
their fortunes. This means they 
can’t line up with the Souther­ 
ners, 
particularly 
on 
civil 
rights. A good insight came re­ 
cently from Sen. Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois. 
FORCE SMASHED 
This Republican Senate lader, 
who backed Goldwater in 1964 
after the latter voted against 
civil rights legislation, says new 
in support of Johnson’s civil 
rights bill: 
“We’re 
thinking 
of 
people 
with dusky skins who for IOO 
years 
have 
been denied the 
right to vote.” Dirksen himself 
voted for the 1964 civil rignts 
bill. 
Southern conservatism’s force 
in Congress seems smashed tor 
many years. As more Negi* es 
vote in the South while politi­ 
cians running for Congress will 
have to be responsive to their 
needs. 
And, until Negroes have far 
more affluence than now, their 
needs, and therefore their de­ 
sires, are not apt to be on the 
conservative 
side. 
This 
will 
mean fewer white conservatives 
in Congress from the South.

The automobile and portable 
H gadgets may be the salvation 
of America’s wildernesses, ac­ 
cording to an article by Gettys­ 
burg 
National 
Park 
Super- 
tendent Kittridge A. Wing in 
“ Trends” magazine, published 
quarterly by the National Con­ 
ference on State Parks. 
Writing on “Wilderness and 
the Recreation Seeker” Wing 
alleges 
a 
number 
of trends 
militate against fears that the 
wildernesses will disappear un­ 
der the simple pressure of an 
ever increasing use by the grow­ 
ing population. 
The 
wilderness 
bill 
which 
seeks “ to keep the wild places 
forever wild should put a stop 
to commercial exploitation and 
destruction of wilderness,” Wing 
wrote. However, he added, “if 
man’s requirements for wilder­ 
ness outweighs his desire for 
'co m fo rt 
and 
conformity 
then 
wilderness use and misuse will 
eventually 
whittle 
away 
the 
remnants of remoteness which 
we have now.” 
T R E N D TO LU X U R Y 
Wing said he has noted 
a 
“ trend to unfamiliarity with na­ 
ture, a trend to be satisfied 
with superficial knowledge and 
a trend to require ever more 
luxury and service ” 
While 
admitted 
there 
does 
ace rn to be “ longing for wilder­ 
ness” in the public generally. 
Wing said experience shows that 
•wherever people are using the 
outdoors for recreation we find 
them accepting substitutes fortme 
back-to-nature living. Such coun­ 
terfeit experiences as sleeping on 
an air mattress instead of a brough 
bed, cooking over a gasoline 
stove instead of over the camp­ 
fire — these are the norms of 
‘roughing it.’ It is said, per­ 
haps unfairly, that a counter­ 
feit of nature now .suffices for 
the average nature-lover. Wheth­ 
e r sufficient or not these coun­ 
terfeits are giving satisfaction 
to many and are an effective 
defense of nature in the yet un­ 
spoiled wilderness.” 
GADGET-MINDED PUBLIC 
Technological advance is “an­ 
other 
defense 
of 
wilderness 
against the recreationist,” Wing 
contends. ‘To put it simply — our 
outdoor lovers are now' highly 
gadget-conscious, inclined to weigh 
themselves down with the me­ 
chanical conveniences of outdoor 
living. Just as many armies are 
too road-bound for jungle cam­ 
paigns so are wilderness visitors 
too mechanized to penetrate very 
far from the roads Each year the 
simon-pure 
backpack 
hiker 
is 
looked chi as more a freak by 
his friends with their station wag­ 
ons, umbrella tents and portable 
generators. This is no doubt un­ 
fortunate for our citizenry, bt 
fortunate for our wilderness pre­ 
serves. 
“As a final example of the sort 
of trend we have examined, con­ 
sider the development of Boy 
Scouting interests over the past 
half century. In the beginning 
Scouting worked with the simple, 
natural or fundamental things: 
Fire, wood, water, the compass. 
Now with the fascination of mod­ 
ern technology gripping the boys, 
we find the merit badge seekers 
working at unsimple learning in 
such fields as radio and rocketry. 
This is a trend of today’s youth, 
important and useful in today's 
youth, important and useful in to­ 
day's world—but I submit that it is 
a trend away from wilderness and 
the basic resources of the out­ 
doors. 
P R ESER V E WILDS 
“ All of this seems to tell us 
that wilderness in the future does 
not have to be consumed as in­ 


evitably as oxygen, food and water 
by the rising demands of human 
recreation. If we can keep the 
motor vehicle, the motor boat 
and the airplane outside the wil­ 
derness threshhold, the wild vast 
nesses will endure. In adminis­ 
tering wilderness areas let us 
close the gates to Hie roads (and 
the road builders) but leave the 
doors open to those who are 
content to enter Indian fashion, 
silent and unencumbered. 
“And. more important than the 
doors’ lot us open windows to the 
wilderness, to display our treas­ 
ures and to satisfy the cravings 
of the great majority who will 
not insist on the full experience 
of entry. It will surprise us to see 
how many will be satisfied by the 
look through the window, how 
few will persist in traveling the 
far, lonesome places.”

RAP PENTAGON 
FOR DELAY IN 
NUCLEAR SHIPS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee has sharply criticized the 
Pentagon for dragging its an­ 
chor o r nuclear s h ip construc­ 
tion.

It reported to Congress Fri­ 
day that “the committee feels, 
and has felt for all too long, that 
the Department of Defense has 
both procrastinated and vacil­ 
lated in its approach to nuclear- 
powered surface ships.” 
The committee stepped in and 
added $150.5 million for a nu­ 
clear-powered 
guided 
missile 
frigate to the list of purchases 
and 
projects 
the 
Pentagon 
asked authorization for, 
It also declared it would au­ 
thorize a nuclear aircraft car­ 
rier next year 
“ whether re­ 
quested by the Departm ent of 
Defense or not.” 
The Armed Services Commit­ 
tee’s authorization of $5,303,400,- 
000 for missiles, ships, planes 
and research and development 
still must be approved by the 
House. The actual funds have to 
be acted on by the Appropria­ 
tions Committee. Even if the 
additional funds for the nuclear 
frigate pass congressional must­ 
er, Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara is not bound to 
spend them. 
However, said the committee 
chairm an. Rep. L. Mendel Riv­ 
ers, D-S.C.: “ It Is my hope and 
the hope of the committee that 
we are giving a strong indica­ 
tion that nuclear power be used 
for surface ships on a much 
broader basis than has been the 
practice so far.” 
The committee noted in its 
report that only four surface 
ships with nuclear propulsion 
have been built “ notwithstand­ 
ing the constant urging of the 
Congress that 
more 
vigorous 
action be taken in this area.” 
The four ships are the carrier 
Enterprise, the frigates Bain­ 
bridge and Truxtun 
which is 
still under construction, and the 
missile cruiser Long Beach.

Meredith’s lectures in Nigeria 
and neighboring Dahomey — he 
prefers to call them "talks” — 
usually begin with an outline of 
how slavery started in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
“There usually are Africans 
who ask if if isn’t true that the 
harsh conditions I describe are 
strictly a thing of the past and 
that the Negro has things pretty 
much his own way now,” said 
Meredith.

“ Fortunately I don’t have to 
answer this sort of question. 
There are enough Africans in 
the audience who have been to 
America and can tell them what 
ifs really like.” 
Meredith said his stay in Afri­ 
ca reinforced his belief that ra ­ 
cial roblems are the same the 
world over. 
PLANS NEW ACTIVITY 
“ I am very much convinced 
that race problems around the 
world rest on the shoulders of 
Negroes in 
the United States. 
They are the largest homogen­ 
ous group of blacks in the world 
and are in the most powerful 
country. The great burden of 
solving racial 
problems rests 
with 
American 
Negroes,” 
he 
said. 
Meredith said that when he 
returns to the States he will 
march 
into 
Mississippi 
from 
Memphis “down Route 51, the 
same road so many Negroes 
have used to get out of that 
state.” 
“ All the letters I’ve received 
| recently from my family ami 
friends in Mississippi have de­ 
scribed real bad times,” Mere­ 
dith said. “Civil rights matters 
no longer seem to be affecting 
them only indirectly. For the 
first time many ordinary Ne­ 
groes feel personally involved. 
They not only want to see some 
changes but take part in bring­ 
ing them about.”
